Wa shington—When the stock ma rket ta kes 
a tumble costing sha reholders a bout $5 bil­

Wha t 
ca m e over the news tickers in condensed 
form, however, wa s disquieting—a nd a ga in 
la rgely beca use it is a novel thing to try to 
run a business nowa da ys a nd set your own 
prices while a threa t of FBI detectives a nd 
gra nd-jury 
investiga tions 
ha ngs over your 
hea d. 
It is importa nt to rea d exa ctly wha t Sec­ 
reta ry Hodges sa id, for, while he certa inly

Tra ining fo r Retirement Essentia l fo r America ns

We Americans are g reat be­ 
liev ers in training . We hav e 
training co u rses in ju st abo u t 
ev ery thing , fro m “ Ho w to Be 
a B etter Salesm an” to “ N u r­ 
sery Techniqu es fo r Ex pectant 
F ath ers.” We believ e in train ­ 
ing a m an fo r each new phase 
in life befo re he g ets to it. 
Well, then, why no t training 
fo r retirem ent? 
This tho u g ht o ccu rred to so ­ 
cio lo g ists at the Indu strial Re­ 
latio ns Center at the Univ er­ 
sity o f Chicag o in the late 
1940’s. They saw the plig ht o f 
t h o 
u s a n ds o f indiv idu als 
dro pped o u t u po n the plains 
o f retirem ent like displaced 
perso ns, finding tho se plains 
barren and trackless. 
In 1950 a two -day co nference 
was held at the Univ ersity o f 
Chicag o fo r perso nnel ex ecu ­ 
tiv es interested in the new 


challeng e. One who attended 
was F red F aassen, then em ­ 
plo y ment m anag er at Abbo tt 
Labo rato ries in No rth Chica­ 
g o , 111. 
“ I was co ncerned with the 
fact that, while bu siness and 
indu stry had perfected train­ 
ing pro g ram s fo r ju st abo u t 
ev ery thing a m an m ig ht do 
when he was o n the jo b, prac­ 
tically no attentio n was paid 
to what he wo u ld do later o n 
—when he was o ff the jo b,” 
F aassen co m m ented. 
The initial co nference led to 
sev eral y ears o f research and 
preparatio n, after which the 
u niv ersity ’s 
Indu strial Rela­ 
tio ns Center lau nched a co u rse 
fo r perso nnel m anag ers called 
“ Making the Mo st o f M atu r­ 
ity .” It was desig ned as a 
packag e which they co u ld take 
back to their plants and bu si­ 
nesses and pu t into effect as 


a training co u rse in retire­ 
ment. 
F aassen retu rned to the u ni­ 
v ersity ter take the co u rse in 
1957 and a sho rt time later he 
had inau g u rated it at Abbo tt 
Labo rato ries. In the 3 y ears 
that fo llo wed he pu t mo re than 
200 wo rkers thro u g h the train- 
ing -fo r-retirem ent 
pro g ram , 
first limiting it to wo rkers 
o v er 60 and later dro pping the 
ag e to 55 in respo nse to the 
m en’s o wn requ est to “ start 
training earlier.” 
“ One o f the 
facto rs 
that 
pu shed me into this,” F aas­ 
sen o bserv ed, “ was my o wn 
ex perience 
as 
em plo y m ent 
m anag er. Fo r y ears 
I 
had 
seen men co me into my o f­ 
fice lo o king fo rward to retire­ 
m ent 
— and 
then 
after 6 
mo nths o r a y ear I had seen 
them co me back asking fo r a 
jo b. R etirem ent had been dis­ 


mal fo r them , a failu re. They 
w eren’t prepared fo r it.” 
So this co mpany set o u t to 
train them. The training -fo r- 
retirem ent co u rse m et o nce a 
week, o n co mpany tim e, fo r 
13 weeks. 
Fo r tho se who to o k it, the 
co u rse remo v ed the v eil which 
u ncertainty 
and 
fear 
had 
drawn 
o v er 
later 
life. 
It 
o pened u p a new ho rizo n o f 
liv ing and imbu ed the indiv id­ 
u al with co u rag e to m ake the 
mo st o f it. Here are so me o f 
the trainees’ o wn co m m ents:

And while this rebate is de­ 
signed to spur special spend­ 
ing on modernization, it is 
av ailable to y ou too ev en if 
y ou’re only normally buy ing

Awareness of what is de­ 
v eloping is im perativ e if y ou 
are not to m iss a top tax 
break. Surely , as knowledge 
of what the adm inistration is 
offering sinks in, businessm en 
will respond to the benefits 
and, by so doing, add mo­ 
mentum to the 19 61-62 eco­ 
nomic upswing.
